EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 

policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 

(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency;

I wish to advise that tha trial of HORTON GILBERT 
and his associates on charges of Mail Fraud in tha Federal 
Court at Cincinnati, Ohio, ended on Saturday, May 20, 1939, 
at which time GILBERT was convicted and sentenced to serve 
fifteen years. Several defendants, including one named 
BEPNSTEDI were aoquitted. The United States District Judge, 

JOHN H. DRUFFEL, has advised ae that the evidence against 
Bernstein was strong enough so that he feels Bernstein should 
have been convicted and he suspects that there was soeie Jury 
tampering in behalf of Bernstein. He advices that Bernstein 
has a brother at Cleveland, Ohio, who is reputedly wealthy, 
and that a Cleveland Attorney by the name of WEISS was present 
in Cincinnati, throughout this trial which lasted three weeks 
although Bernstein was represented by a very reputable Cincinnati 
Attorney, former Supreme Court Judge, ROBERT W. QORMAX and WEISS 
did not represent BEPNSTXIH during the trial. He advises that 
Weiss has a reputation at Cleveland as a "fixer*. Judge DRUFFEL 
also advises ae that a number of the jurors in this case case 
to hla after the trial and advlaed hia that they wanted to 
convict Bernstein, but that a juror by the name of EET (phonetic 
spelling) held out for the acquittal of Bernstein and refused to 
oonviot any dafsndants unless Bernstein were acquitted. Judge 
DRUFFEL advised that he would like to have an investigation 
made to determine whether there was any effort aade on behalf 
of Bsmstsin to tamper with thia jury or whether there was any 
bribery of a juror on behalf of Bernstein, 
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IOPEWELL MEMORIAL CEWKTEFT ASS'W. 


Judge DRUFFEL also advised me that he has heard a 
rumor to the effect that ■BTOB 0ELBERT paid |7 f 000.00 to Attorney 
RALPH SAILED! of Dayton, Ohio, in an effort to prevent his indict- 
cent and oonviotion in this case. He advised that SKILEEN is in 
the ism office wit h LEO CAL FIlflsRAWTORD. who has recently been 
named by the President aa United States Attorney for the Southern 
Distriet of Ohio. According to newspaper dispatches CRAWFORD'S 
nan# was sent to the Senate last week. He was investigated as a 
Departmental Applicant under Cincinnati file #77-166. Judge 
DRUFFEL advises that SKILEEN and CRAWFORD are both friends of 
FRANCIS GAUNT, who recently resigned as United States Attorney 
for the Southern District of Ohio. Judge DRUFFEL also pointed out 
that an indictment was returned in this case against MORTON 1 GILBERT 
and his associates by the 1938 term of the Federal Grand Jury at 
Dayton, Ohio, and that this indictment was faulty, for which reason 
he insisted on a new indictment prior to the trial of this case. 

Judge DRUFFEL also advised me that he understand* JANES M. 
OQI , Former Governor of Ohio, and former Democratic nominee for 
President of the United States, is in possession of information to 
ths effect that NORTON GILBERT paid $12,000.00 to Attorney RALPH 
SKILEEN to prevent Indictment and conviction in this case and 
that Nr. Cox intends to bring this matter to the attention of Senator 
ASHURST, Chairman of the Judiciary Committee of the Senate in a 
further effort to block confirmation of CRAWFORD'a appointment. 

I also wish to advise that MORTON GILBERT has informed an 
Agent of this office that he is in possession of information of value 
to the Government which he would furnieh in an effort to aid himself. 
In view of Gilbert's reputation I had Special Agent L. ALFRED 
OBENSHAIN and Special Agent (A) LESLIE E. MURPHY both present at 
the interview with him in the County Jail in Cincinnati, and 
GIT.BERT was advised that Me could not make any bargain with him.

GILBERT would not be indicted. GILBERT advised that he paid 
SKILKEN $7,000.00 and gave hi* undated oheoke for the additional 
$3,000.00. GILBERT stated that SKILKEN inferred that he could 
take oare of this matter through Mr. CANNT, always referring to 
hi* aa "the boat". GILBERT, however, was indicted by the Federal 
Grand Jury in October, 1938, and he states that he then "raised 
so such Hell with Skilken" that SKILKEM returned to hin $2,000.00 
through JUDT. GILBERT stated that SKILKEN told hi* the reason he 
was eventually indicted was that Mr. JAMES H. CLEVELAND, First 
Assistant United States Attorney at Cincinnati, who has been 
Acting United States Attorney since the resignation of Mr. CAJINT 
forced through the indictment and that Mr. CANNT could not do anything 
with Mr. CLEVELAND. 

MORTON GILBERT did not Mention the name of LEO CALVIN 
CRAWFORD at any tine during the interview and he was not questioned 
with respect to Crawford. 

MORTON GILBERT furnished this office with four cancelled 
checks, payable to RALPH SKILKEN in the following datee and 
anounts i 

10-13-37 $ 500.00 

10- 20-37 500.00 

11- 24-37 5,000.00 

12- 13-37 1,000.00 

All checks were deposited by SKILKEN in the Third National 
Bank and Trust Company, Dayton, Ohio. 

So far as' LEO CALVIN CRANFORD is concerned it should be 
noted that these ohecke were paid to SKILKEN long before the resig¬ 
nation of Mr. CANNT and therefore before CRAWFORD was under consideration 
for appointment aa United States Attorney. 

This letter will confirm telephonic conversation with 
Mr. K. A. TAMM of the Bureau on this date. The Cincinnati Office 
will make no investigation either with respeet to the Jury which 
sat at the recent trial or with respect to the payments made by 
MORTON GILBERT to Attorney SKILKEN, unless the Bureau so directs.
